the  top,  pictures  the  hills  and  grades;  each  foot  in  height  is 
enlarged  50  times  more  than  each  foot  in  length.  This  exag- 
geration is  necessary  to  make  variations  in  the  grade  show 
more  clearly. 


READING  MATTER:  If  traveling  as  the  reading  matter  runs, 
then  read  the  outside  row  of  mileage  figures  only.  If  travel- 
ing the  reverse  way,  then  read  the  inside  row  of  figures  only 
and  follow  the  reading  matter  from  the  bottom  toward  the 
top.

Comment  on  the  Routing  in  This  Guide 


TIJIS  guide  reveals  the  two  shortest  and  fastest 
routes  between  Chicago  and  the  Yellowstone 
Park.  Go  one  way  and  return  the  other  or 
take  the  Yellowstone  Trail  which  is  described  in  a 
separate  guide.  The  best  way  to  enter  the  park 
for  the  first  time  is  to  go  in  by  Livingston  and 
Gardiner,  for  that  is  the  main  entrance,  and  then 
leave  via  Cody.  This  way  the  manifold  views  un- 
fold in  a logical  sequence  and  there  is  no  anti- 
climax. Also  going  out  the  Cody  Way  you  descend 
the  Sylvan  Pass  grade  which  is  undeniably  steep, 
the  worst  on  the  entire  route. 

The  Custer  Battlefield  Hiway  and  the  Atlantic 
Yellowstone-Pacific  Hiway 

By  combining  the  A.  Y.  P.  Hiway,  Chicago  to  Sioux  Falls, 
with  the  Custer  Battlefield  Hiway  Sioux  Falls  to  Billings  and 
on  to  Yellowstone  Park,  you  have  the  shortest  and  fastest  way 
of  all  over  main  through  roads. 

The  outstanding  point  in  favor  of  this  routing  is  the  fact 
that,  except  for  19  miles  north  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  which  will 
soon  be  surfaced,  it  is  paved  or  graveled  all  the  way  from 
Chicago  to  Kennebec,  S.  D.,  which  is  36  miles  west  of  the 
Missouri  River.  From  there  west  you  have  more  dirt  roads 
than  on  the  other  routes,  but  it  is  in  a region  of  light  rainfall 
and  the  well  graded  dirt  dries  quickly. 

This  Custer  A.  Y.  P.  route  also  has  more  attractions  than 
the  other  routes;  most  prominent  being  the  Black  Hills  and 
the  Custer  Battlefield. 

It  should  be  known,  however,  that  on  this  routing  west  of 
the  Missouri  River,  the  hotel  accommodations  are  very  plain 
indeed  and  barely  adequate  for  heavy  travel.  From  Mitchell 
to  Rapid  City,  308  miles,  and  between  Deadwood  and  Sheridan, 
Wyo.,  240  miles,  there  is  not  one  modern  hotel.  Some  of  the 
country  hotels,  however,  are  clean  and  comfortable.  Also  at 
present  the  garage  facilities  in  the  west  are  very  limited. 
Thousands  of  motorists  go  over  this  route  in  safety  and  with 
pleasure,  but  it  is  well  to  know  what  to  expect. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Connection 

The  old  and  popular  route,  Chicago  to  Cheyenne,  over  the 
Lincoln  Highway  and  then  north  to  Yellowstone  Park,  has 
been  shortened  49  miles  by  a new  cut-off,  the  North  Platte 
Valley  Highway,  which  extends  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  at 
Ogallala  northwest  along  the  North  Platte  River.  It  is  equally 
as  good  and  the  country  is  greener  than  via  Cheyenne. 

Chicago  to  No.  Platte  is  described  in  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Guide. 

This  routing  has  the  most  and  the  best 


garages  of  any  route  between  Chicago  and  Yellowstone  Park. 

Optional  Routes 

The  A.  Y.  P.  Hiway  is  over  the  same  course  as  the  Custer 
between  Sioux  Falls  and  Rapid  City.  From  there  it  turns 
south  and  then  west  through  a barren  country.  The  Custer 
Hiway  via  Billings  is  the  best  way  into  Yellowstone  Park 
because  it  has  much  easier  grades  and  better  accommodations. 

Two  cut-off  roads  cross  the  Big  Horn  Mts.  By  way  of 
Buffalo  and  the  Ten  Sleep  Pass  is  fairly  good,  but  the  grades 
are  awfully  long.  The  Sheridan-Lovell  Road  is  not  yet  im- 
proved all  the  way,  but  is  very  scenie. 

Conservative  people  and  those  with  heavily  loaded  or  low 
powered  cars  had  better  stay  on  the  main  roads.

Hotels 

There  are  four  hotels,  operated  by  the  Y„  P.  Hotel  Co.,  the 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  Old  Faithful,  Yellowstone  Lake  and 
Grand  Canyon.  High  standards  are  maintained;  all  rooms  and 
suites  modern,  except  some  rooms  at  Old  Faithful.  Uniform 
rates  for  all;  American  Plan  only,  $6.50  a day;  with  bath  $9  to 
$11.  Room  and  breakfast  without  bath,  $3.50.  Breakfast  $1.25; 
luncheon  or  dinner  $1.50. 

Permanent  Camps 

There  are  five;  at  Old  Faithful,  Lake,  Canyon,  Mammoth  and 
Roosevelt.  Each  has  a central  building  surrounded  by  single 
or  double  cabins  or  tent  houses,  very  plainly  furnished;  with 
bowl  and  pitcher,  very  fair  beds  and  electric  lights.  Rates  at 
all,  American  Plan  only,  $4.50  a day,  children  under  8 half  price. 
Lodging  and  breakfast  if  you  register  after  7:30  p.  m.  is  $2.50 
a person.  Meals  $1.  All  meals  charged  between  registering  and 
checking  out.  The  Canyon  Camp  is  popular. 

Free  Auto  Camp  Grounds 

The  main  ones  are  at  Old  Faithful,  Lake,  Canyon  and  Mam- 
moth. The  conveniences  in  each  are  limited  (W-C-T).  Lake  is 
popular,  Faithful  is  level  and  good,  but  is  hottest  in  day  time. 
Mosquitoes  are  bad  at  times.  Housekeeping  tents  are  being 
installed,  each  has  a floor,  bed  springs,  heating  stove  and  fuel. 
Rate  50c  for  each  person. 

Garages 

Garage  at  each  of  the  hotels.  The  largest  and  best  equipped 
is  at  Mammoth.  Labor  at  all  $1.50;  gas  was  35c.
